The
policy involved the raising of a new
loan to meet many necessities of
the Government, and also the most
rigid economy in the Departments
and all items called for in the bud-
gets. M. Clamergeau’s colleagues-
were afraid to begin their govern-
ment in the face of a general elec-
tion by borrowing money and pub-

.into debt, and were equally afraid
to make a public declaration in
favor of unusual economy in the
